mont in the Month of Jorg; and finding it occupied by the Eng- 
liſh, who not only refuſed to evacuate the Place, but even denied 


them admittance, a Squadron of five Frigates, with three hundred 


Men of the Regiment of Majorca, and the Old Battalion of Buenos 
Ayres, were deſtined to ſail from thence the 6th of May laſt, under 
the Command of Monſ. de Madariaga, with Orders to diſlodge the 
Engliſh Eſtabliſhment there. It has been out of my Power as yet 
to gather any further Lights on this Subject, except that ſome People 
think that their getting to Port Egmont is e as the Seaſon 
was 110 far ed when they ſailed.

RHE Spaniſh Ambaſſador here having informed me, that he 
: had good Reaſon to believe his Catholic Majeſty's Governor 
of Buenos Ayres has taken upon him to make Uſe of Force, in order 


to diſpoſſeſs the Engliſh of their Settlement at Port Egmont in Falk- | 


land's Iſlands; adding, that he was directed to make this Commu- 
nication, to prevent the bad Conſequences which might ariſe from 
its coming through other Hands, and expreſſing his Wiſhes, that 
whatever the Event at Port Egmont might be, in Conſequence of a 
Step of the Governor, taken without any particular Inſtruction from 
his Catholic Majeſty, it might not be productive of Meaſures at this 
Court dangerous to the good Underſtanding which at preſent ſubſiſts 
between the two Crowns. I told his Excellency, that if his Appre- 
henſions of an Exerciſe of Force, on the Part of the Governor of 
Buenos Ayres were well founded, it was difficult to ſee how the fatal 
Conſequences of ſucha Step could be avoided by any Thing that was 
left for us to do. I alſo faid, that I knew his Majeſty's Inſtructions 
to the Officer who made the Settlement at Port Egmont, and to 
thoſe who have ſucceeded him in that Command, were, to warn the 
Subjects of other Powers (if any ſuch were found there) to withdraw 
themſelves from thence ; but that I knew that thoſe Inſtructions 
did at the ſame time direct that Officer, to make a joint Settlement 
with the Subjects of any European Powers he might find there, if 
they refuſed to depart upon proper Warning given, refering the Diſ- 
cuſſion of Right to their reſpective Sovereigns ; and, that knowing 
the pacific Spirit which has dictated thoſe Inſtructions, it was im- 
poſſible not to foreſee the Surpriſe and Concern which fo hoſtile a 
Return in the midſt of friendly and pacific Profeſſions of both Courts, 
muſt raiſe in his Majeſty's Breaſt ; but that ſill the Circumſtance of 
Monſ. Bucarelli's not having received his Catholic Majeſty's Orders 
to proceed upon this Expedition, left an Opening which made * not

deſpair of ſeeing this Matter accommodated, without recourſe to Ex- 
tremities, which I knew his Majeſty's Inclinations would induce

I therefore aſked his Excel- 
lency, if he was ordered to diſavoù the Conduct of Monſ. Bucarelli ? 
His Anſwer was, That he had no Inſtructions from his Court on that 
Head, and could give no Anſwer to that Queſtion, without hearing 
again from. Madrid. In the mean time he expreſſed himſelf in the 
moſt conciliating Terms, and deprecated any Reſolutions or Mea- 
ſures which might involve the two Crowns in War upon this Ac-

OTTER, the Meſſenger, arrived here with the ſeveral Diſ- 
1 pathes your Loring was pleaſed to honour me, Monday laſt, 
the 24th, and ſhould not have detained him ſo long, had I not wiſhed 
to have been able to have ſent your Lordſhip a ſatisfactory Anſwer 
on the different Points they contained. I immediately, on the Re- 
ceipt of your Lordſhip's Orders, waited on M. de Grimaldi, whom I 
found already anticipated by a Courier he had received from Prince 
Maſſeran, on the Subject I had to lay before him; and it gave me 
no ſmall Pleaſure to perceive, in the Courſe of our Converſation, 
that he was by no means ill-diſpoſed to pay that Attention to it, it 
deſerved. TT „ 5 
I begun by ſaying, I was come to ſpeak to him on an Affair which 
had given his Majeſty the greateſt Concern and Surprize, not only 
becauſe it attacked ſo deeply the Dignity of his Crown, but alſo 
becauſe it was of a Nature which put it out of his Power to apply 
ſuch a Remedy as he wiſhed : That this inadvertent Meaſure was 
the more felt, as it happened in a Moment when the two Courts 
had been profuſe in their Proteſtations of Friendſhip the one towards 
the other ; and that nothing but the ſincere Defire his Majeſty had 
of maintaining the public Tranquillity, and of ſhewing his cordial

agelin, added he, we have ſo little to get, and ſo much to loſe by

Majeſty was reſolved to do every Thing in his Power to terminate, 
in an amicable Manner, this Affair; that therefore he admitted our 
Demand; and that he aſſented to it in every Point conſiſtent with his. 
Honour, which, as well as our's, was to be conſidered: Fhat how- 
ever, as this Matter could only be determined in London, and not. 
at Madrid, Orders had been given to Prince Maſſeran to lay before 
your Lordſhip the ſeveral Ideas which had been ſuggeſted on this 
Head; and that as they only differed in the Terms, and. not eſſen- 
tially, he truſted ſome one of them would be adopted. I begged 
his Excellency would tell me in general, in what theſe Terms con- 
fiſted. He ſaid they were various, we might choofe thoſe we liked.

1 vernor, who commands at Buenos Ayres, for his Catholic 
_ Majeſty, had taken upon himſelf to diſpoſſeſs the Engliſh by Force, 
from the Settlement which they had formed at Port Egmont, in 
Falkland's Ifland, I have received Orders from my Court, to re- 


preſent to your Excellency, the Concern and Surpriſe that ſuch an 


Outrage has occafioned to his Majeſty, and that at a Time when the 
two Courts are mutually giving the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances of Friend- 
ſhip and Peace, ſuch Meaſures ſhould have been taken, which can- 
not fail to interrupt the good Harmony ſubſiſting between them. It 
is difficult to conceive, how an Enterprize of this Nature can fail of 
drawing after it the moſt fatal Conſequences, without giving up the 
_ Dignity of the King, my Maſter, and the Welfare of his Subjects. 
In mean time, his Majeſty, who has nothing ſo much at Heart, 
as to prove the Sincerity of his Regard for his Catholic Majeſty, has. 
commanded me to repeat to your Excellency, as the ſtrongeſt Mark 
of the Deſire he has for preſerving the Peace between the two 


Crowns, what has been already ſaid thereupon to his Catholic Ma- 


jeſty's Ambaſſador at London, and to demand, whether his Catho- 
lic Majeſty, in diſavowing the Meaſures which his ſaid Ambaſſador 
at London aſſures to have been not authoriſed by his particular Or- 
ders, will reſtore 'T hings upon the ſame Footing they were before this:

Your Excellency will permit 
mme allo to obſerve, that the Proceeding of Mr. Bucarelli, has been 
Aiametrically oppoſite to ſuch Inſtructions, which, if they had been 
given to him at the Beginning, this Affair, which is now of the moſt 
difficult Nature, might have been amicably treated, and by that 
means cement the pacific Diſpoſitions which the two Courts enter- 
tained in regard to each other, inſtead of producing diſagreeable 
Suſpicions.

The Report which 
I made to the King, of a Propoſition ſo inadequate to the Satisfaction 
demanded and expected, gave his Majeſty great Surpriſe and Con- 
cern, as every Delay throws new Difficulties in the Way of that ami- 
cable Accommodation of this Affair, which he has moſt ſincerely at 
Heart.

founded, read to him your Lordſhip's Diſpatch; No. 113; adding, 


at the ſame time, that if he choſe it, I would leave a Copy of it with 
him, preferable to any Memorial, as well for the Sake of avoiding 
Miſtakes, as becauſe nothing could give his Excellency ſo perfect a 
Notion of his Majeſty's Sentiments. I read it twice over to him, 
endeavouring to abide by the literal meaning as far as I was able. 
On his deſiring me to give it him in French, I told him, I had no 
Objection, provided the Engliſh Original was annexed, by which 
the Senſe muſt be determined, ſince, in an Affair of ſo delicate a 


Nature, the Difference of Idiom might, by being artfully examined, 


pervert the true Meaning. He heard and anſwered me with the 
greateſt Coolneſs and Temper ; that he perſonally had nothing ſo 
much at Heart as an amicable Accommodation; and that he felt 


the moſt ſenſible Concern to find, after the Conceſſions they had al- 


ready made, we ſtill remained unſatisfied. He aſſured me alſo, theſe 
were the Sentiments of his Catholic Majeſty ; who was moſt ready 
to make us Reparation in any thing, as far as was compatible with his 
own Honoi... I with to God, added he, I knew what you expect: 
I thought we had done ſo much that there remained nothing for us to 
do. I anſwered him, that your Lordſhip's Letter was very explicit ; 
that if he conſidered the Difference both in the Matter of their Pro- 
poſals, and in the Manner of their intended Execution, he could be

at no loſs to comprehend what we meant, ſince we had neither added 


to or taken from our firſt Demands, but adhered to them invariably ; 
that as they were the moft equitable, and, in Fact, the only Ones we 
could make, conſiſtent with our Honour, he ought not to be ſur- 


priſed that we perſiſted in them. He replied, we have allowed our- 


{elves in the wrong; we have offered you the moſt ample Repara- 
tions: Surely it is very hard, in the Point wherein we are inſulted 


(meaning the Menace of Capt. Hunt) you will not liſten to our So- 


licitations, although they are ſuch as you might acquieſce in without 
the leaſt Diminution of the Satisfaction we give you. I returned for 


Anſwer, that a Party injured never could receive Satisfaction under 
any conditional Reſtrictions, ſince the ſo doing was a Kind of Diſ- 


avowal of the Injury; that, however, it was needleſs for me to dwell 
on this Subject, ſince, as his Excellency had my Inſtructions in his 
Poſſeſſion, there remained nothing for me to ſay from myſelf. You 
are not then impowered to treat on this Subject, added he. I told 
him, not otherwiſe than he ſaw in your Lordſhip's Letter, which 1 
hoped he would immediately lay before his Catholic Majeſty, and 
give me the earlieſt Anſwer he was able, fince every Delay gave riſe 
to new Obſtacles, and rendered the Moment of Accommodation 
more diſtant. He anſwered, it was neceſſary his Majeſty ſhould call 
a Council upon this Occaſion, as he alone could by no means venture 
to decide; this will take up ſome Days; but depend on it, con- 
cluded he, we are as eager for the final Determination as you can 
be. 


have waited on him ſeveral Times, and preſſed him, as much as lay 
in my Power, for an Anſwer; and was very ſorry to find ſo much 
Time paſs without my receiving one.

This, my Lord, was the chief 
matter of the Marquis de Gremaldi's Diſpatch to Prince Maferano, 
which he read to me this Afternoon. He adjoined, that he hoped to 
God it would produce the deſired Effect; and that, by the Affair being 
thoroughly underſtood, it would be effectually concluded. This, my 
Lord, is a ſummary Detail of what has paſſed between the Miniſter 
here and me; and they ſeem ready to agree to every Thing we de- 
mand except our not diſavowing the Menace of Capt. Hunt: In 
every Thing Nie muy ſeem diſpoſed tc to come to.an n. ;

ceived Orders to declare, and declares, that his Catholick Majeſty, 
\ conſidering the Deſire with which he is animated for Peace, and for 
the Maintenance of good Harmony with his Britannick Majeſty, 
and reflecting that this Event might interrupt it, has ſeen with Diſ- 

leaſure this Expedition tending to diſturb it; and in the Perſuaſion 
in which he is of the Reciprocity of Sentiments of his Britannick 
Majeſty, and of its being far from his Intention to authorize any

HE 4th of June the Induſtry, a Spaniſh Frigate, anchored in 
Port Egmont Harbour, having been, they faid, fifty-three 
. from Buenos Ayres, put in for Water, and bound to Port So- 
ledad. The 7th anchored here four Spaniſh Frigates, which had 
been Twenty-ſix Days from Buenos Ayres, came out in Company 
with the Induſtry, and parted with her four Days before. On the 
Arrival of thoſe Ships, the Induſtry hoiſted a Spaniſh broad Pendant. 
I now ordered moſt of the Officers and Men belonging to the late 
Swift on Shore to defend the Settlement ; and ordered Capt. Maltby to 
get the Favorite nearer into Jaſon's Cove. One of the Spaniſh Frigates 
ſent an Officer on Board, to acquaint Capt. Maltby, that if he weighed, 
they would fire into him ; which he took no Notice of, but got under 
Sail. The Spaniſh Frigate fired two Shot, which dropt to Leeward of 
the Favourite, three of them got under Way, and kept working to 
Windward, as did the Favourite. Capt Maltby ſent an Officer on 
board the Spaniſh Commodore, to know the Reaſon why one of the 
Ships under his Command had fired two Shot at the Favourite; his 
Anſwer was, that they were not fired at the Favourite, but as Signals 
to him. 

Since the firſt Appearance of thoſe Ships, I beans to clear the 
Stores out of the Block-houſe.—The four twelve Pounders at the 
Battery were fo ſunk down in Water and Mud, that they were en- 
tirely uſeleſs. —I had them tranſported to the Block-houſe, and had 
Port- holes cut out for them with a Platform, before covered round 
with the Cordage. 

We now wrote to the Spaniſh Commodore, deſiring, as he had re- 
ceived rhe Refreſhments he ſtood in need of, that he would depart 
from hence. His Anſwers, with the lg here they were making, 
left. us no Doubt of their real Intention. — The daniſh Commodore,

Our Officers reported them to be (Seamen and all included) about

Guns. By this Time the Frigates had warped in Shore, and moored 


Read and Stern oppoſite to the Block-houſe and Battery. At Night 
Capt. Maltby, with fifty of the Favourite's Men, came on Shore, 
and brought with them two fix Pounders, ten Swivels, ſmall Arms, 
Ammunition, &c. The next Morning a Part of the Spaniſh Troops 
and Artillery landed about half a Mile to the Northward of us; when 
they had advanced about half Way to us from where they had landed, 
the reſt of their Boats, with the Remainder of the Troops and Ar- 
tillery, put off from one of the Spaniſh Frigates, and rowed right in
